“There was a panic in that. fire,” 
he said, “and I want it known that 
a-majority of men “fighting that fire 
are civil service men, They got into 
the thick of the smoke, their lungs 
could not stand the strain, they got 
frightened, dropped the hose and ran, 
There was not much five at all. 

“In many firesvof late I have seen 
these civil service firemen drop their 
hose and run.) When. one weakens 
the whole bunch goes down like a 
row of dominoes 

“T want some men with brains, yes, 
but Io want all of them with lungs. 
Cigarette smoking, weak lunged -un- 
dersized civil service firemen have 
been demoralizing the department for 
the past twenty-six years, ever since 
the Civil Service Commission began 
to pass on the applicants, We con- 
tinte to make scholarship, the prime 
requisite for admission and it is only 
a question of time when the depart- 
ment will fall to pieces.”

MEXICAN REBELS 
READY TO FIGHT 


Most Serious Uprising Govern- 
ment Has Had to Face in 
Years 


INDIANS DESTROY TOWN 


Many Government Officials Are 
Reported Killed—Old Lead- 
ers at the Head 


Vera Cruz, Mexico, June 7—The 
most serious uprising with which the 
| Mexican government has had to deal 
with in a long time has occurred in 
the State of Yucatan, and troops are 
being rushed to the disturbed areas 
In the meantime reports which have 
reached here indicate that there has 
been much bloodshed and that the 
insurgents are preparing for a battle 
with the government troops which is 
sure to come. 

The independent paper, the El 
Dictmen, published despatches from 
Merida, the capital of Yucatan, to 
the effect that forty persons were 
killed by Maya Indians on Saturday. 
Further «despatches received here 
state that 5,000 of these Indian in- 
surgents sacked the town of Valla- 
doli, 95 miles to the south-east of 
Merida, killing all the principal gov- 
ernment employees, the shief of po- 
lice. and others 

Railroad and: telegraph communi- 
cation between Merida and the scene 
of the trouble is now cut off. wen, 
ty miles of the Yucatan railway has 
been destroyed by the Indians. It is 
reported that many telegraph opera- 
tors have been killed or are prison- 
ers. 

The rebels are strongly entrench- 
ed in anticipation of an advance of 
the Federal troops. Maximilliano 
Ramiriez Benilla, former rebel leader, 
and Colonel Victor Montenegro are 
said to be at the head of the upris- 
ing.

San Francisco, June 7—After re- 
taining an attorney today, George Lit- 
tle said he would immediately begin a 
local action to recover his position as 
manager of Jack Johnson. — Little 
said the trouble between himself and 
Johnson began when Little wrote for 
the mother and sister of the champion 
to come to the training camp to do 
the cooking. According iu Little, 
Johnson objected strongly to this ac- 
tion, so that a fierce quarrel ensued. 
The trouble culminated in a row that 
led to ‘the ousting of Little. Threats 
of gun play became so frequent yes- 
terday that excitement was caused 
by the visit of the Chief of Police 
Martin, by Little. According to the 
chief, he was asked to settle the quar- 
rel, but declined on ‘the ground that 
he had no right to interfere in any 
affairs over which civil courts must 
exercise jurisdiction. Little said that 
beside the $10,000 forfeit money he 
provided for Johnson, the champion 
owes him $15,000, paid out on debts 
contracted by other charges. That 
part of this has gone to pay the ex- 
penses of Johnson's brother Charles, 
who is said to be dying vin a. Chi- 
cago hospital, is Little’s statement. 
This payment, according to Litt.e, 
was resented by Johnson, who. was 
not inclined to authorize it

The opinian of Mr F..T. Congdon, 
M.P, to which attention is called in 
a letter appearing elsewhere in this 
issue, in regard to the need of build- 
ing a railway from Edmonton north, 
cannot be given too much promin- 
ence. Mr. Congdon is, as our cor- 
respondent points out, one of the 
most level-headed, far-sighted men we 
have in public life at present and his 
experience has been such as to give 
his views in-this particular connec- 
tion the greatest weight. 

“There is a vast country, in the 
north,” he declared, “rich beyond the 
expectations of the most sanguine and 
the true value of which cannot be 
found out until a railroad is built 
through it. I would like to see a 
railroad from Edmonton or vicinity 
to Dawson, as it would open a coun- 
try of wonderful mineral wealth and 
agricultural productiveness.” 

That such a line will come in course 
of time is certain. It is not likely to 
be taken up as a practical issue for 
a while yet, but, judging from the 
rate at which we have in recent years 
been discovering the possibilities of 
our great areas that were for so long 
looked upon as so much frozen waste, 
it need surprise no one if it came to 
the fore in this generation. In the 
meantime we have a comparatively 
short railway, construction work on 
which has already begun, and which, 
when completed, will enable us to 
take advantage of the thousands of 
miles of fine waterway that lie between 
Edmonton and the Arctic, serving a 
country of vast known resources and 
with potentialities which stagger the 
imagination, As Mr. Congdon points 
out, the true value of all that lies 
in that direction cannot be discovered 
till a railway is built. But we certain- 
ly know enough of it to go ahead with 
the project. It means more to the 
future, not only of Alberta, but of the 
Dominion at large, from a material 
and from every other standpoint, 
than anything of its kind that has 
been brought before the public since

Correspondent Draws Attention] sir Wilfrid Laurier Will Take Up 


the Question While in 
England 


Desires to Facilitate the Sending 


of Messages From Wash- ° 
. ington to Ottawa 


Ottawa, Ont., June 7.—It is. said 
that when Sir Wilfrid Laurier goes 
to England next year to attend the 
{Imperial Conference he will take up 
ithe question of the diplomatic stand- 
ing of the various colonies in the Em- 
pire. While in answer to criticisms of 
our present system of representation 
in Washington, Sir Wilfrid in the 
House, expressed complete satisfac- 
tion with the arrangement, still, it 
is believed he may open a discussion 
as to the propriety of imprpvine the 
status of the foreigr, Consuls-General 
in Ottawa. 

Diplomatically, these gentlemen 
have no official standing at present, 
and-it was only after receiving special 
papers from his American headquar- 
ters that the American Consul-Gen- 
eral here, Mr. John Foster, was able 
to take up negotiations in the first 
Washington-Otiawa tariff conference. 
Any change that might be mide 
would; undoubtedly, be, primarily, to 
facilitate the exchange of communi- 
cations between the American Fed- 
eral government, and our goverment 
here. 

The roundabout route via the Col- 
onial office in London by whick dip- 
lomatic. messages to Canada now 
come, is alleged to be objectionable. 


While of course, Sir Wilfrid has no 


intention. of proposing an indepcnd- 
ent diplomatic service for Canada. his 
opening of the subject may mean that 
the slight: objections that are now 
urged against the present arrance- 
ments, would be wiped out.

CAN COURT RAISE 


THE ASSESSMENT ? 


Heated Discussion Over the As- 
sessment of the Hudson Bay 
Property 


DECISION NOT GIVEN YET 


City Solicitor Was Asked to Re- 
port on the Powers of the 
Court 


“Apparently the city’s idea in con- 
nection with the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany’s assessment is to force the 
company to sub-divide the reserve 
atid place it on the market, by assess- 
ing it in accordance with the value of 


‘adjacent property, which is improved 


in all respects, At least that is what 
could be derived from the arguments 
advanced by the cour: of revision at 
its adjourned session in the city coun- 
cil chamber last night. In fact, Com- 
missioner Bouillon, made a motion 
that the assessment be based along 
these lines. The tinal decision, liuw- 
ever, is still in abeyance and was left 
over until Friday night to give the 
city solicitor a chance to consider 


the matter and the extent of the} 


court’s authority in‘ several matters 
Prior to the consideration of th 
Hudson's Bay matter -the appeal of 
Jas. Carruthers, of Montreal, against 
the assessment on property in Glen- 


ora was dealt with and disposed of! 


in such a quick order that it startled 
Mr. Carruthers’ agent, who did not 
expect a settlement until ‘after a fur- 
ther meeting. The assessor's valua- 
tion was $550,000 and it was reduced 
to a half a million. 

A real estate agent was present ap- 
pealing against the city’s action in 
assessing him for floor space as: wel! 
as levying the tax on. his business 
The appellant claimed that it was 
practically double taxation and a rank 


injustice. 
Mr. McMillan: “It is the law.” 
Appellant: “Law and injustice are 


synonymous.” 

Mr. McMillan: 
certainly the law.” 

A compromise was finally argived 
at with the approval of the city soli- 
citor whereby the assessment was 
reduced one-third, the appellant car- 
tying on three classes. of: financial 
business That precedent was also 
carried on in several other cases of 2 
like nature. 

With the other matters disposed of 
acclear field was leit to the discus- 
sion: of ‘the, Hudson's Bay Company 
matter. 

The mayor insisted that the com- 
pany was holding the property for 
speculation, there being, in his opin- 
ion, no other feasible reason why such 
a tract of land should be leit undey 
eloped. He intimated to the com- 
pany’s representatives rather plain!y 
that they were waiting until the city 
grew around the property before they 
would sub-divide ‘it and place it on 
the market, by which. course © they 
would reap untold profit. He stated 
that the large vacant space was seri- 
ously retarding the city’s growth. 

Mr John Anderson, of Winnipeg, 
who is representing the company on 
the appeal, stated that the company 
could not be accused of such tactics, 
contending that if the property was 
sub-divided and thrown on the mar- 
ket_it would mean that about 6,000 
lots would be offered for sale, having 
the inevitable effect of depreciating 
the value of real estate all over the 
city. Mr. C. F. Newell, who is as- 
sisting Mr. Anderson, ‘stated that 
many citizens possessing several lots 
would be hit rather hard financially. 

A hot argument resulted from the 
suggestion of the court that certain 
blocks of the réserve be increased in 
assessment. Mr. Newell maintained 
that the court had no authority for 
such action as the company had no: 
made an appeal that the assessment 
on the property in question Awas too 
low, and further that théy could not 
raise assessment Dut could only lower 
a valuation. 

On the other hand, Mr. Bouillon 
contended that the court was not one 
of appeal but one of revision and if 
it discovered any mistakes or errors 
in valuation it had the power to rec- 
tify them. 

The city solicitor was appealed to 
and he asked time for consideration, 
so the meeting adjourned until Fri- 
day night.

Ilalifax, June 7. 
the establishment of a theological 
college in Ednionton=Awas? introduced 
into the Presbyterian General As- 
sembly yesterday by an overture from 
the synod of Alberta. The proposal 
is to erect a residence and hall in 
conjunction with the provincial uni- 
versity and to begin the: work of 
teaching .in the fall of the present 
year. ‘The question was referred to a 
large committee of which all the re- 
presentatives from Alberta are mem- 
bers. 

Continuing: the discussion on the 
Queens question, R. Lees of Peter- 
boro, a graduate of Queens, strongly 
opposed: ther proposed change. Re- 
ferring to’ the ‘argument’ that this 
change would enable the professors 
of Queens to share in the benefits of 
the Carnegie pension fund, Mr. Lees 
declared that the benefits of this fund 
had been greatly overestimated and 
that the cash value would not exceed 
$100,000. ‘here were also objection- 
able features in connection with this 
fund. The trustees of the fund. in- 
terfered in the internal management 
of the colleges and certain American 
institutions which -were eligible to 
share in the fund, refused to do so for 
this reason, 

The address of Dr. Gordon was in- 
terrupted by the hour ’of adjournment 
and was continued at the evening 
session. Following him in the debate 
were Wylie C. Clark cof Quebec, DR. 
Drummond of Hamilton, J. G. Ink- 
ster of London, J J. Wright of Elk 
Take, Dr, W, T. Herridge of Ottawa 
and other's, .

WHEN WISE MEN TALK 
FOOLISH. 


— 


No one would think of holding in 
ight esteem anything that Mr. Wm. 
Whyte, second vice-president of the 
C.P.R., might say on the subject of 
railroading, but like ordinary mortals, 
he becomes involved in inconsisten- 
cies when he underzakes to talk on 
subjects outside.ot his particular line, 

Jt is a common practice among 
men holding high positions in the fin- 
ancial and industrial world, when they 
get a day off, to look around and of- 
fer advice to farmers. 

Mr. Whyte apparently had a day off 
recently and he disgorged some wis- 
dom to a Globe reporter which may 
fairly be summarized as follows: 

The life of the wheat grower is one 
of indolence; he has nothing to do 
from harvest till seeding, so he spends 
his time at the coast; he would be 
better off in a stable. 

Mr. Whyte does not know where 
the. world-will get its supply of beef 
if farmers don't raise cattle. 

Low grade wheat should be fed to 
hogs because it makes sweet bacon 
and because $3.00 per bushel can eas- 
ily be realized for it in that way. 

Without entering into the merits or 
demerits of the statement that the 
life of a grain grower is one of indul- 
ence, we fail to see wherein a winter 
spent in a cattle stable would be a 
“blessing” as compared with one at 
the coast If Mr Whyte laments the 
expense incidental to a grain grower 
taking his family to a winter resort 
we might raise the same complaint 
regarding families who frequent sum- 
mer resorts or make tours of the Old 
World, 

Jt may be put down as a fact that 
just as soon as there is more money, 
in stock growing than in grain grow- 
ing, grain growers will grow stock, 
and not betore. Grain growers fully, 
understand that grain growing can- 
not be carried on indefinitely, but 
so long as they can realize enough 
from their grain crops to maintain 
themselves and; their families at the 
coast during the winter they will de- 
cline to stay at home and feed steers 
for what there has been in it in the 
past. ; 

But Mr. Whyte is in a position (9. 
assist much in inducipg grain grow- 
ers to change their ways. Next im 
importance to a good market are- 
means of getting to that market with- 
out unnecessary delay, expense or 


loss in the commodities shipped. The: 


delay, expense and joss incident tg 
shipping live stock has been one of 
the greatest handicaps to the stock 
business in the West. The barbaric 
custom of shipping cattle long dis- 
tances in box. cars, thereby causing a 
heavy shrinkage and endless bruis- 
ing of the animals, has long been 
complained of; Mr. Whyte is in a po- 
sition to put a stop to it, but he 
does not do_so. He should so equip 
or manage that system over which he 
presides that what cattle are now 
grown can be marketed in good. con- 
dition, before he urges grain growers 
to embark in cattle raising. 

Then there is the charge of $1.00 
per bale of 75 Ibs. of hay at Moose 
Jaw, the slow runs of 40 and 50 and 
sometimes even 60 hours without feed 
or water; the delays of from 6 to 8 
hours before spotting cars for wn- 
loading, and} last, but not least, that 
relic of barbarism, the Winnipeg stock 
yards, 

These are some of the things that 
will have to be changed before the 
grain grower will grow stock. 

Mr. Whyte is in a position to cor- 
rect all of them. Let him do so and 
one of the greatest hindrances to 
stock growing will have been 
moved, 

Mr. Whyte says that at present 
prices $300 per bushel can be easily 
realized by feeding inferior wheat to 
hogs Not before reading that: state- 
ment did we suspect that M¥. Whyte 
had run an experimental farm: er an 
agricultural college! The present price 
of prime hogs in Winnipeg is $10.50 
per cewt. Hogs cannot be shipped so 
far for 50c per cwt., and $10.00 per 
ewt. would therefore be a high 
erage price to the farmer, and in or- 
der to get $3.00 per bushel for the 
grain fed, 30 Ibs. of perk would have 
to be made from it, or 1 Ib. of live 
pork for every 2 Ibs. of grain. 

That is where the wise man talked 
foolishly.

FIRE LOSS WAS 

HALF A MILLION 


Not a Million—Government For- 
est-Ranger on Bush Fires 
in Manitoba 


Winnipeg, June 7—Cap:. W. B. Sii- 
ton of Swan River Valley, govern- 
ment forest ranger, who is in ‘the city, 
considers ‘that the fires about May 
27th were not really so destructive as 
at first reported. While not professing 
to give an accurate estimate, he thinks 
that the total losses nstead of aggre- 
gating a million dollars, would 
approximately covered by half a mil- 
lion. As to the government. timber, 
he says that no merchantible lumber, 
but only an amount of small grow- 
ing trees was killed. 

In Saskatchewan the fire raged 
along the line of the C. N. R. running 
back in some cases two or three 
miles from the track on dry ridges, 
on which, however, there was very 
dittle timber. The Great West Lum- 
ber Company was the heaviest Joser, 
having had 75,000 logs destroyed, 
which were piled up on rollers on the 
banks of a stream running into the 
Red Deer river. Three winter camps 
were burned causing heavy loss, but 
no standing timber was destroyed. 

The Cowan Construction Company 
Jost the mill at Mistatim, and the rail- 
road company had 19 box cars burn- 
ed at the same place. The dire burned 
on both sides of the railway, extend- 
ing back two to two and a half miles, 
and forming a strip of thirty miles in 
length. :
